“SULLYING THE NATiON’S 
CHARACTER. 

The apmouncement of the prizes 
awarded at the Vienna exposition which 
has recently been made will cause 2 
general exodus of visitors from the cap 
ital of Austria. 

All interest in the grand international 
exhibition will soon cease, and the 
lookers on im Vienna will turn their 
faces homeward. 

The occasien has been an interesting 
an eventful one and has marked an im - 
portant epoch in the progress of the 
arts and sciences ot the civilized wuld. 

In the distribution of prizes, the 
United States came in for a fair share 
and in some departments our country 
distanced all competitors. 

But it would have been far better for 
the reputation and honor of America to 
bave had no representatives at all at the 
Vienna Fair, and indeed to have had 
not a single article on exhibition, in 
view of the scandal which attaches to 
the Americaa name, in connection with 
the malfeasance and corruption of our 
Commissioners. 

The report of the Special Commis- 
sion, consisting of Hon. John Jay and 
Thomas McElrath, which has recently 
been made public, finds that the charges 
of bribery and fraud were in the main 
true, and seriously implicates the char- 
acter of Gen. Van Buren, the Commis 
sioner in chief from the United States. 
Gen. Van Buren’s assistant, Gen. Mayer, 
is also severely censured, and the two 
stand together in disgrace, not only be- 
fere the American nation, but also 
every enlightened nation on the globe. 

Van Buren not only received money 

for the purchase of eligible sites for 
bar-rooms, etc., but in the general man- 
agement of the American department at 
Vienna, in the language of the re- 
port of the Special Commission, exhibi- 
ted “a lack of judgment and foresight, 
an absence of effective system and order, 
and a looseness in contracts, in instruc- 
tions and in accounts, calculated to in- 
sure the ruin of any private business, 
and which in a great national trust like 
that entrusted to General Van Buren, 
was to the last degree discreditable and 
intolerable, as indicating indifference or 
incapacity, or both combined.” | 

It will be remembered that we refer- 

red to Gen. Van Buren’s defence soon 
after the charges were first made against 
him, in which he endeavored to show 
that Minister Jay was irfluenced to- 
wards him by feelings of personal ma- 
lignity and malice, and that the charges 
were false and unfovuded. We de- 
nounced his reply at the time as _ unsat- 
isfactory, as 1¢ did not meet the specifi- 
cations alleged in detail against him. 
He seemed anxious for an opportunity 
to vindicate his injured name, and now 
that the Commission has reported un- 
tavorably, we may expect a long winded 
reply from him denouncing their action 
as partial and unjust. 

But its personal aspects are least impor- 
tant of the features of the report. The 
American Government itself is in dis- 
grace! ‘The character of the nation is 
sullied. The once proud distinction of 
American citizenship no longer exists, 
for ‘base dishonor has blurred our 
country’s name ! 

Before the eyes of the assembled rep- 


resentatives of the old world—in the 
a of the crowned heads and no- 
ility of Europe, Americans who have 
any sense of shame, have been made to 
blush at the disgraceful attitude in 
which their own country has been 
placed, through the fraud, corruption 
and rascality of her Commissioners !

She was barely able to 
teil her husband the cause of her fright, 
and soon afterward, seized with severe 
convulsions, These continued through- 
out that andthe tollowing day. Iu 
spite of all that medical skill could do, 
she sank rapidly, and died between 4 
and 5 o’clock Thursday afternoon. The 
deceased was twenty-one ycars of age‘ 
and had been married five months. Sbe 
had been in good health, and no other 
cause than that given abovecan be 


assigned for her death. 


A mannfacturer in Saxony claims to 
have discovered a method by which 
certain alloys of aluminium may be ad. 
vantageously used in the manufacture of 
hair springs for clocks and watches. 
Hitherto the main difficulty in effecting 
this was that the rolling and drawing 
of the metal destroyed its elasticity, and 
it is in overcoming this obstacle that 
the novelty of the discovery consists. 
To effect this the wire or band, after 
having been drawn orrolled to a proper 
size, is submitted tothe action of a 
plane of peculiar construction, and 
afterward trimmed to the proper size 
by grinding.

Wise’s Balloon Voyage. .

Now we 
learn that Prof. Wise ie sick and that 
the air ship will net start uatil some | 
time between the 1st and 10th proximo, 
when the balloon will be put in readi 
ness, and some fine evening, when Old 
Probabilities can promise weather 
for twenty:four hours, Prof. Wise will 
cut his cable and be off without any fuss 
or demonstration. He will start at 
sunset, for the reason that the air is the 
quietest at that time, In addition to 
the large life:boat, a Wators’ paper life;
